The  supreme  issue  of  the  day  Is  peace 
without  surrender  said  iMarquis  W.  Childs, 
famed  Washington  political  colmunist  and 
world  traveling  companion  of  President 
Dwight  D,  Eisenhower  in  the  Monday  forum 
at  Brigham  Young  UniversitJ^ 

In  pointing  to  the  issues  on  which  the 
election  campaigns  are  moving,  Childs  said 
that  both  candidates  were  aware  of  the  hair- 
line margins  of  security  under  which  people 
live  and  that  both  candidates  are  aware  of 
the  ease  with  which  a war  of  mammoth  holo- 
caustic  proportions  might  be  triggered  by 
some  inadvertancy. 

“KENNEDY  WILL  WIN,”  was  the  opin- 
ion of  Childs,  citing  the  great  preponderance 
of  Democratic  voters  registei’ed  throughout 
the  United  States,  as  indicated  in  a recent 
Gallup  polh- 

Also,  two-thirds  of  the  state  governments 
are  Democratic,  and  the  great  majority  of 
large-city  governments  are  made  up  from  the 
ranks  of  the  Democratic  party,  he  stated. 

In  decrying  the  “religion  spectre”  which 
has  moved'into  the  election  proceedings,  Mr. 
Childs  pointed  out  that  there  is  a swing  to- 
ward Democratic  Party  affiliations  among 
the  Catholics. 


IN  SPEAKING  OF  national  elections, 
Childs  said  that  the  major  problem  of  both 
presidential  candidates  is  “the  difficulty  of 
getting  the  attention  of  the  American  pub- 
lic.” 

He  used  the  story  of  a man  hitting  his 
donkey  over  the  head  to  get  its  attention  as 
an  illustration. 

Childs  told  the  studentbody  that  the  pres- 
idential campaigning  period  was  far  too  long ; 
four  or  five  weeks  would  be  sufficient,  he 
added. 

HE  DESCRIBED  the  central  task  of  eith- 
er candidate  after  taking  office  next  Janu- 
ary as  being  that  of  trying  to  resume  ne- 
gotiations “The  task  is  made  doubly  diffi- 
cult through  the  nature  of  the  man  with 
whom  the  negotiations  must  be  re-estab- 
lished.” 

Childs  described  that  man  as  “the  ill- 
natured,  ill-mannered  man  who  has  been 
harranguing  the  United  Nations  during  past 
weeks  with  a debasement  never  before  equal- 
ed by  any  leader  of  any  major  power.” 

Child’s  “Washington  Calling  column  is 
syndicated  to  more  than  150  leading  news- 
papers throughout  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  One  of  his  books,  “Eisenhower: 
Captive  Hero,”  became  a best-seller. 


French  Bill 
Sets  Forth 
Atomic  Plan 


PARIS,  Oct.  18  (UPI)— The 
French  National  Assembly  to- 
day opens  a marathon  25-hour 
debate  on  President  Charles  De 
Gaulle’s  controversial  plan  for 
an  independent  nuclear  striking 
force  for  France. 

The  government,  facing  its 
first  major  test  of  strength  with 
a rebellious  parliament,  is  ask- 
ing permission  to  spend  approx- 
imately $2.4  billion  during  the 
next  five  years  on  equipping  and 
modernizing  France’s  armed 
forces. 

ABOUT  ONE-H.iVLF  of  this  is 
earmarked  for  a nuclear  striking 
force  equipped  with  French- 
built  atomic  bombers,  rockets, 
nuclear  bombs  and  warheads, 
rocket-firing  warships  and  sub- 
marines. 

In  a government  statement  in- 
troducing the  bill  to  the  assem- 
bly last  Thursday,  Premier  Mi- 
chel Debre  criticized  America’s 
“nuclear  monopoly”  and  indicat- 
ed France  hoped  to  win  a bigger 
share  in  Atlantic  Alliance  stra- 
tegy once  it  possesses  its  own 
nuclear  striking  force. 

OTHER  FRENCH  officials 
said  DeGaulle’s  ultimate  goal  is 
to  put  France  on  an  equal  foot- 
ing with  Britain  in  the  Atlantic 
Alliance,  even  though  he  real- 
izes his  country  has  no  chance  of 
matching  the  atomic  might  of 
the  United  States. 

They  added  that  France  has  no 
thought  of  trying  to  take  on  the 
Soviet  Union  alone  in  a nuclear 
showdown.  But  they  claimed 
that  a French  nuclear  striking 
force,  or  a “force  of  dissuasion” 
as  the  government  recently  dub- 
bed it,  would  act  as  a deterrent 
against  an  attack  on  France  and 
also  would  boost  the  power  of 
NATO. 

THE  BILL  HAS  been  sharply 
assailed  by  the  Communists,  So- 
cialists, parts  of  the  radicals  and 
independents  and  by  the  ex- 
treme right.  The  only  solid  sup- 
port comes  from  the  Gaullist 
Union  for  the  New  Republic 
(UNTO,  which  controls  about 
one-third  of  the  assembly’s  470 
seats.

About  the  Universe 


Recently  a letter  from  an  unhappy  reader  came  to 
our  desk  with  a question  behind  it:  “Is  the  Daily  Uni- 
verse the  creation  of  a group  either  solely  responsible 
for  and  to  themselves  and  those  to  whom  they  list,  or 
a group  given  sufficient  ‘leeway’  to  print  unwholesome 
material?” 

We  hasten  to  explain  that  the  “unwholesome  ma- 
terial” our  reader  complained  of  were  what  he  consid- 
ered objectionable  drawings  wliich  we  had  printed.  His 
question,  however,  is  well  taken,  and  should  concern 
every  student  who  wants  to  know  how  his  daily  paper 


First,  who  does  control  the  Daily  Universe?  Is  it 
beholden  to  the  adminisU’ation  ? Or  is  it  an  organ  of 
the  student  goverament? 

Obviously,  the  answer  to  both  these  questions  is  a 
resounding  “NO!”  The  paper  has  been  attacked  in  times 
l)ast  i)y  members  of  both  these  organizations. 

Is  it  then  a product  of  the  studentbody?  Yes, 
though  there  are  members  of  that  group  who  would 
gladly  do  away  with  the  paper  altogether. 

in  a sense,  some  control  is  exercised  on  the  Uni- 
verse from  all  three  organizations.  The  administration 
appoints  a faculty  student  publications  adviser,  who 
serves  as  publisher  for  the  paper. 

The  student  government  sits  in  on  the  Student 
Publications  Committee  which  chooses  the  paper’s  edi- 
tor. 

The  studentbody  provides  funds  — roughly  half 
those  needed  to  produce  the  newspaper  — from  their 
activity  fees,  and  also  provides  the  people  who  run  the 
paper. 

' At  these  points,  however,  all  control  ceases,  and 
the  responsibilitj^  for  campus  reporting  rests  with  the 
staff.  No  one  w'ould  have  it  otherwise.  For  the  most 
part  staff  members  are  journalism  majors,  who  have 
received  training  in  the  university’s  Journalism  Dept. 
Most  of  them  have  had  previous  experience  in  news- 
paper work. 

The  criterea,  then,  for  what  is  printed  in  the  Daily 
Universe  are  principles  of  American  journalism  which 
have  served  our  country  since  before  its  independence. 

The  Universe  is,  first  of  all,  a newspaper.  Its  al- 
legiance^ are  with  the  newspaper  tradition,  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Samts,  and  the  adminis- 
tration and  studentbody.  * 

As  a newspaper  it  makes  every  effort  to  provide 
objective  reporting  of  both  campus  and  othor  news.  In 
order  to  do  this  it  must  seek  out  the  news,  convince 
newsmakers  that  they  should  release  information  (and 
this  is  occasionally  the  hardest  job)  and  present  the  in- 
formation in  its  most  readable  form. 

In  covering  campus  events  it  must  rely  on  student 
reporters. 

However,  in  covering  national  arid  inteimational 
news  the  Urifverse  is  in  the  best  position  of  any  paper 
-in  Utah.  Its  morning  deadlines — Plater  than  any  other 
morning  newspaper — and  the  wire  facilities  of  United 
Press  International  make  it  possible  to  cover  these  im- 
portant news  events  faster  than  any  other  Utah  paper. 

In  years  past  the  Universe  has  been  judged  among 
the  best  college  papers  in  the  nation. 

This  week  is  National  Newspaper  Week.  The  Uni- 
verse is  happy  to  join  with  other  newspapers  through- 
out the  nation  in  observing  one  of  the  true  cornerstones 
of  American  democracy — the  fi*ee  press. 

It  also  takes  this  opportunity  to  pledge  itself  to

Reserved  Tickets 


Dear  Editor: 

At  a recent  meeting  of  the 
ASBYU  Senate,  a motion  was 
introduced  and  passed  concern- 
ing the  privilege  of  sitting  in  a 
reserved  block  of  seats  at  cer- 
tain athletic  events,  which  was 
extended  to  the  Senate  by  the 
Executive  Council.  The  follow- 
ing day,  October  13,  the-  Daily 


Universe  carried  an  article 
which  touched  upon  this  action. 


Some  may  argue  that  this  is- 
sue is  one  best  left  alone,  but  I 
feel  it  is  of  enough  concern  to 
the  studentbody  that  it  might  not 
be  a bad  idea  to  take  another 
look  at  this  custom  of  reserved 
seating.  I have  long  wondered 
about  this  particular  practice 
and  now  hope  to  see  it  satis- 
factorily resolved. 


There  are  just  two  questions 
which  I feel  need  to  be  asked: 


First,  who  is  entitled  to  re- 
served seats?  Following ’the  rea- 
soning that  student  leaders 
“work  so  hard  that  they  were 
entitled  to  a little  reward,”  I 
am  curious  as  to  just  Who  de- 
cides which  student  leaders  work 
hard  enought  to  deserve  the  re- 
wards. There  are  many  more 
hard-working  individuals  in  stu- 
dent government  than  receive 
these  privileges.  At  the  present, 
it  seems  to  be  restricted  to  the 
studentbody  cabinet  and  their 
invitees  (such  as  the  Senate.)  . . . 

This  second  question  I con- 
sider vastly  more  important:  Is 
it  fair?  I ask  this  because  one 
of  the  reasons  given-  for  restrict- 
ing this  privilege  to  the  Execu- 
tive branch  and  their  invitees 
was  that  this  practice  was  not  in 
favor  with  either  the  student- 
body  or  administration.  If  this  is 
so,  then  we  must  ask,^  “Why? 
Perhaps  the  studentbody  has  rea- 
son to  consider  this  unwarrant- 
ed privilege;  it  might  be  wise 
at  this  point  to  recall  the  source 
of  our  authority,  the  student- 
body,  and  our  responsibilities  to 
voice  the  student  will.  . . . 

We  must  again  ask.  Is  it  fair? 
If  it  is.  then  no.  one  need  ob- 
ject to  the  practice;  it  would  not 
matter  if  all  those -student  lead- 
ers, whether  members  of  the 
studentbody  cabinet  and  senate 
or  not,  were  to  receive  the  res- 
erved seats.  If  it  is  not  fair,  then 
no  one  should  have  the  privi 
lege  of  reserved  seats. 

Perhaps  I have  oversimplified 
the  situation,  or  have  misunder- 
stood the  implications.  I do  not 
intend  this  letter  to  criticism  of 
the  studentbody  officers,  for  it 
is  my  opinion  that  if  anyone  de- 
serves reward  for  hard  work,  it 
is  that  group.  . . .
